ſubmitted was enforced, that the practicability of the 
fraud came to light. One Commiſſary finding himſelf 
obliged to ſend the Returns of his Magazines, and his 
"Vouchers, on the 15th and laſt day of every month, 
could no longer avoid ſhewing the regular Entries and 
"Ives ef his Magazines; alarmed at the deficiencies 
which appeared in his forage Accounts, he accuſed his 
Clerk of iſſuing his Bon: a ſecond time, inſtead of de- 
ſtroying them as ſoon as complied with, and brought 
dim to a Court Martial, when it appeared both were 
leagued with Contractors; and ſuch matter of crimina- 
tion came out againſt himſelf, that in his turn, he was 
tried, convicted, and caſhiered with. infamy.“

Whenever purchaſes are made in 
a Country, prices will advance in proportion to the ſize 
of the magazine.

carried through. It is therefore much to be lamented 
that the Commiſſions of this Officer were dated i in June, 
whilſt thoſe of the Commiſſary General were dated in 
March, 1793, They ſhould be coæval, elſe confuſion 
will enſue, and if confuſion ariſes from delay, the ac- 
tivity of military operations will preclude the poſſibility 
of eſtabliſning order.

What js ſaid of providing 
Bread and [Forage in Germany, may, it is believed, 
apply to every other neceſſary ſor an Army in all parts 
of the world; and the mode of accounting for Entries 
and Iſſues, will alſo ſerye for every general article of 
Supply. Much ſtreſs has been laid on the neceſſity of 
keeping the Office, of Accounts alpof from the conta- 
mination of Army followers, and making it an Office of 
Control over the Accountants, but in no inſtance (fer 
caſes of extraordinary exception belong to no rule) al- 
lowing it to interfere with payments to Contractors. It 
has been proved by experience, that no competition 
can be maintained, unleſs the Commiſſary General ful- 
fils his own bargains. It is inſiſted upon, that a Com- 
miſſary of Accounts can keep a clear and diſtin& ac · 
count of all the money tranſactions of an Army, pro- 
vided they are regularly laid before him, but that he 
cannot be anſwerable for their examination at the time 
and on the ſpot, if he is obliged to follow the Army, 
and is ſubje& to be interrupted by the ſettlement of 
accounts with perſons demanding payment.

ſeen on looking over the march routes, where more 
waggons were often employed than neceſſary; but that 
conſideration ought not to deter an officer from putting 
it out of the power of chance to n the N 
execution of his orderte. 


If the principles laid down for the ſervice of the 
Commiſſariat, in the Southern Diſtrict of England, be 
juſt, the lines clearly drawn, and the inſtructions intel- 
ligible, I conceive that a greater detail would weaken - 
their force; the Commiſſariat Officers ought to ſtudy:
